Tbe JOUBNAL in its issue of May 7tb 


in effect said, that the social and baa1"- 
DBI* interests o( Reno are affected by 
dry rot. The charge, if such it may be 
called, applies in its social sense to 
community interests. 
A newspaper 


•hould use its nolamns to be tier par- 
po»o than airing the private affairs of 
the people. It is not always pleasant 
to look upon and review tbe social con- 
dition of a community, bat it is as mocb 
• oitizeu'a duty to look after and cure 
for tb« interests of tbe community in 
wbiob be lives, as it is bis duty to look 
a?Ur and oare for his personal interests. 
Tbe reason therefore is that tbe inter- 
ests of tbe community in wbiob be 
lives and bis personal interests are so 
connected and blended, that tbey are 
cue in interest to him, It being true 
that each has a personal interest in tbe 
couimauity, it is tue ri^bt of each to 
be consulted respeoiing matters ot 
common interest aud it is the duty of 
all to consult one with tbe other re- 
garding the good of the community. 


Iti» the opinion of the JOURNAL that 


the cause for a seeming want of inter- 
est on tbspart of tbe people in matters 
of public interest presented in the 
past to their attention, tbe success of 
which depended upon their co-opera- 
tion, waa a failure by those who pro- 
posed changes or improvements of a 
public nature to ad vise with those mosi 
interested. 
It goes without "saying 


that some of the changes and improve- 
ments proposed were changes and im- 
provements that would largely benefit 
the community by adding pleasure and 
comfort to the people and beauty to 
toe town.' 


Those who have taken interest suf- 


ficient to bring forward Irom time to 
time matters of reform are at a loss to 
account for tbe cool reception given 
by tbe people to tbeir views and plans 
for improvement. Tbey were honest 
and earnest in their efforts to enlist 
the people in tbe good work, bat in 
their honest and earnest eftort there 
wai an offense—a violation of a natural 
law. While tbey were persuaded they 
were doing that which was for the best 
interests of all tbey failed to persuade 
others, 
and a feeling of opposition 


arose becauao of the oversight that in 
time developed into positive opposition 
to all schemes for improvement-of the 
town by the people. Man is so consti- 
tuted when in a position to exercise 
his volition that he will not allow him- 
self to be set aside. His individuality 
must be recognized and accepted, and 
if it is not recognized he will not 
travel with those who set it aside; a sense 
Of individuality is a law of his being, 
given by bia Creator, and whosoever 
neglects, te» recognize it is not a leader 
of men. There has been a tendency of 
feeling and aution for years in Runo to 
overlook and set aside the individuality 
of others, and as a result the town is a 
clique town. When any town improve- 
ment is offered for consideration in any 
form it usually comes from a member 
of some clique who feels that be is not 
called upon to consult or discuss tbe 
matter with persons who are not mem- 
bers of his particular clique, and no 
general discussion is made of the sub- 
ject. Then the law above 'mentioned 
oomea into play and a positive feeling 
and knowledge by members of other 


of such notes now outstanding) as de- 
scribed and mentioned in the Act of 
Congress of May 1, 1878, said notes 
when first issued to be expended only 
upon the war account aforesaid, and 
laid notea shall be exempt from taxa- 
•Inn or under State or municipal 
authority." 


The provision for the coinage of the 


silver seigniorage is ae follows: 


"That the Secretary of the Treasury 
hall immediately cause to be coined 
as fast and as soon as possible into 
standard silver dollars, which shall be 
of like weight and fineness and of like 
legal tender quality as those provided 
for under existing law, the silver ball- 
ion now held in the Treasury being the 
-imount of tbe gain or seigniorage de- 
rived from the purchases of silver 
bullion by tbe Treasury under the Act 
of July 14,1890, amounting to the sum 
of $42,000,000, said moneys so coined to 
be immediately available for payment 
of expenditures on account of the 
present war witn Spain. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is hereby further 
authorized to immediately issue, in 
advance of the coinage of said seign- 
iorage aforesaid, silver certificates ol 
similar design and denominations and 
of the same quantity, payable and re- 
deemable, in like manner us those 
Authorized by law, in such sums as 
may be from time to time needed for 
public expenditures, not exceeding in 
tbe total amount of said seigniorage so 
held in the Treasury." 


These provisions seem to be much 


more in accord with public sentiment 
than the House bill providing for the 
issuance of bonds. The bond Feature 
is satisfactory to the rich, who have 
money to invest, and do not want tbe 
volume of money increased; the pro- 
visions for issuing greenbacks and 
coining the silver seigniorage pleases 
the masses, who want more money in 
c-iroulation, as it will increase the 
prices of labor and ot farm product?. 
The issuance of $500,01)0,000 in bonds 
would not add a dollar to tbe volume 
of money in circulation, while the 
amendments above quoted will in- 
crease the volume of money abont 
$200,000,000.

reissuable in the same manner as ths

The JTroop Being Organized at Carson 


City. 


The First troop of Volunteer Cav- 


alry for service in the United States 
army fur two years, unless sooner dis- 
charged is now being organized at Oar- 
son city which is the place of rendez- 
vous designated in the call. The troop 
which will be known as "First Nevada 
Volunteer Cavalry," will, by order of 
the War Department, consist of Cap- 
tain, First and Second Lieutenant and 
80 enlisted men.

camp-fct the Fair Grounds and fur- 
nished with meals at the hotels. A 
dozen or more men are expected from 
Eureka and White Pine counties, and 
copies of the Governor's call for volun- 
teers have been sent to Lander, Lyou, 
Esmeralda and other parts of 
the 


State, where men have asked for infor- 
mation regarding the requisites for 
membership in the troop. 


It is thought that the troop will be 


recruited to its full stiength in a week 
or so, and it may be uniformed here.

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The Pulley Line Pole. 


The tall clothes poles for pulley lines 


used iu>-*lie yards of tenements have 
practically come into use within 25 
years. There are enough of them stand- 
ing in the city now to make a respecta- 
ble foiest. They number thousands, and 
their number is all the time increasing. 
Not every tenement hangs otit its 
clothes on a pulley line. Corner tene- 
ments, for instance, occupy so much of 
the lot on which ihey stand that there 
isn't room to set poles, arid they hang 
on the roof. And sometimes m tene- 
ments in the middle of a blook drying 
arrangements are on the roof. But in 
the case of a great majority of tene- 
ments the tall poles are used. 


Some of these tall clothes poles are 


75 feet in length. They range from 80 
feet up and cost from $10 to $25 each. 
On account of their shut in situation 
and from the further fact that they are 
usually set close to a fence they get 
veiy little sunlight at the base, and so 
are likely to be damp taeie and to rot/. 
Poles set in paveil or cemented yaids 
last longer thai) polos set m dufc yards. 
The ordinary life of these tall clothes 
polos is five to ten years. In now work 
nnd in renewals the poles set in thia 
city amount to some thousands in a

On the earth these two liters, 
representing two kilograms, require a 
certain effort to be raised, say, to the 
beight of 30 centimeters. But on Mars 
these two lit«rs weigh only two Mar 
;ian kilograms, or 16 times leas in 
in earthly weight Further, he does not 
bave to lift them to a height of 30 cen 
timeters, but of only 15 centimeters, 
bis size being "diminished oue-half, so 
that the work to be performed is reduced 
to one-thirty-second. On the other hand, 
bis strength, which id proportioned to 
the volume or the mass of bis muscles, 
is only reduced to one-eighth. Conse- 
quently the effort he is required to make 
is four times less. His water pitcher 
seems extremely light, so do 
his 


clothes. He probably remarked the same 
thing when he threw up his arms and 
jumped from 
his bed, but simply 


thought he was in unusually good spir- 
its,—M. J. Delboonf in Popular Science 
Monthly.
